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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 11/13/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The main argument is that the Examiner has used impermissible hindsight 
in combining the Fredlund and Motegi references. As mentioned in the previous 
rejection, the Fredlund and Motegi references disclose various types of IDs for ordering 
and printing. The question is whether they are combinable. In response to applicant's 
argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper 
hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a 
sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it 
takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time 
the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1 392, 1 70 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1 971 ). 

The use of ID numbers for printing is obvious to one of ordinary skill as a means 
to control printing. Thus, it is not hindsight to suggest that the using of more ID 
numbers allows better control over print jobs. The Fredlund reference even discloses in 
column 3, lines 32-36 a customer order number and an unique customer identification 
number. Also in Fig. 3, and column 5, line 19, Fredlund discloses the use of an index 
number for an image. Thus, Fredlund already teaches the used of various ID numbers 
to help ensure that the correct image is printed, just not necessarily one for the print 
commanding ID. The Motegi reference discloses such a print commanding ID and is 
combinable with the Fredlund reference because both are printing print jobs. Just 
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because one is a photofinisher and one is a networked printing system, the basic 
concepts of printing are the same, and various aspects be incorporated with one 
another to create a useful system. Again, such a combination is not hindsight because 
it has been known to use various types of IDs in printing jobs and Fredlund already 
teaches the use of several IDs to identify images, order numbers and customers, in 
order to produce the correct image as ordered by a particular customer.
